WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—The naval 
court of inquiry. demanded by Rear-Ad- 
miral Winfield Scott Schley to investigate 
the charges made against his conduct in 
the Santiago campaign, will open its ses- 
sion at 1 p. m. today.. The members of 
the court, Admiral Dewey and Rear-Ad- 
mirals Benham and Howtlson arrived at 
the navy yard at 12:30 o'clock. They wore 
civilan clothes and no sulute was fired 
as they entered the gate

the courtrvom at 42:45.

Admiral Howison's arrival passed unno- 
ticed, as he has been here so little of late 
that the knots of observers did not immedi- 
ately recognize him. 

It was just 20 minutes before the court 
was to convene that a large automobile, 
which came up to the bullding with Ad- 
miral Schley, the central figure of the pro- 
‘emiings, accompanted by his counsel, 
Mesars.

After adverting to the importance of ju- 
ficial assistance in the administration of 
the pension bureau, and answering objec- 
tions to the G. A. R. bill havine this ob- 
ject in view, the commander-in-chief added: 
"Wei'cannot conceive that the measure of 
duty to those who saved this country will 
be belittied while this country has hundreds 
of millions of dollars to engage in a human- 
itarlan war in the interests of the down- 
trodden of other countries.” 

He referred regretfully to the fallure of 
the veterans’ preference bill to receive full 
consideration by Congress and urge further 
efforts to secure its passage. 

Another ground for disappointment, he 
Said, was the failure to pass one of the 
three bills for a soldiers’ home in South 
Dakota, Idaho and Oklahoma. 

As to military and patriétic instruction 
in the public schools, he deplored the ex- 
clusion of noncommissioned officers from 
the bill which passed Congress. “The 
schools of the country,.”’ he said, “‘are the 
fruitful field where patriotism can be so 

lanted and cultivated that nothing can 

estroy or eradicate it. Hence every effort 
in this direction should be continued with 
renewed fforts and patriotic exercises, made 
Obligatory in the® public schools by law, 
wherever such is not yet the case, and it 
is at all practicable.’
